Giving Way of a Retaining Wall 


Caused the Disaster, 


TWENTY-EIGHT VICTIMS DEAD. 


Among the Unfortunates Were Many 


. Women and Children 


e OAES DID SOT GO DOWN, 


The Engineer ana Firemen Stnolc to Their 


Post and Are at the Bottom of tlio 
River—Olio Passenger Describes the 
Situation When He Wu» Filmed In a 
Submerged Car, Saying HI» Comrades 
Were Drowned Like Rats, and When 
He Heard the Crash, of an Ax Over- 
head It W a the Sweetest Music That 
Had Ever Fiilleu Upou His Ear—A. 
Huge Derrick Pulleil the Cars leaden 
With Corpses Out of the Water.' 


Garrison, N. Y., Oct. 25.—A 
New 


York Central passenger train was pre- 
cipitated into the Hudson river by the 
giving way of a retaining wall which 
had heen undermined -by floods, and 
28 persons are 'believed to have perish- 
ed. 
The sleepers did not leave the 


track. 


The only eye-witnesses to the dis- 


aster were the crew of a tug boat 
which was passing. Some of the cars 
with closed windows floated, and the 
tug whistling for 'help, cast off its haw- 
ser and started to the rescue. 


The day coach and smoker had gone 


down in the deep water and rescue was 
impossible. In the latter coach the 
conditions must have been 'horrible. 


The car turned' completely over and 


the passenger end of it was in the deep 
water, while the baggage end stood 
up towards the surface. 


The men in that lower end must 


have fought like fiends 
for a brief 


period, for the bodies, wh'en taken out, 
were a mass of wounds. 


The train consisted of one American 


. express car, one composite 
baggage 


and smoking car, one day coach and 
six sleepers. 


AH of Thorn Perished.

charge of the train and who was mak- 
ing up his report in ono of the cars 
when the crash came, was rendered 
unconscious by a blow on the head. 
When he recovered he was three seats 
ahead of the one in which he had been 
sitting. 


One of the 'few occupants of 
the 


coach who escaped was Frank J. Be- 
gan, a wood finisher of New York. His 
left eye was cut by "broken glass and 
his body was slightly bruised. 
Mr. 


Began made this statement: 


"As near as I can judge, there were 


18 people to. the coach, most of them 
fceing women and children, and nearly 
all were asleep. 


"When the crash came the car gave 


a great lurch and rolled over on its 
side." The water rushed in and almost 
instantly the lights went out. I knew 
we were in the river, and, the 
car 


seemed to plow through the water lor 
•ome time after it was submerged. 


TUteil Over on Its Side. 


"The car was tilted over on one side 


end I managed to reach the fan light 
overhead and clung to it -until help 
came. 


"I heard people in the back part of 


the car groaning as if they were pin- 
ned fast. It was so dark that I could 
see no one, and I cnink the passengers 
must have baen drowned Hke rats. 


"After a while (it seemed an age) 


I heard people on top of the car and 
an ax crashed through the roof. The 
uoia* of that ax in the splintered tim- 
bers made the sweetest music T ever 
heard in my life. 
Soon they had a 


hole cut in the roof and pulled me out 
through It. 


"A man and a boy (father and son) 


were also rescued in the same way, 
but I know of no other occupants of 
the coach escaping. The car at this 
time was floating but fast filling with 
water, and we were put ashore in a 
row boat." 


Of the dramatic horror of the situa- 


tion in the combination car when, it 
left the track and struck the water, 
perhaps the best account is had from 
the story of Herman Acker of Peeks- 
kill, the baggageman and mail sorter. 
He said: 


"John Shaw, agent of the Westcobt 


Express company, and myself were in 
the compartment, when suddenly there 
was a terrible hump and then a rush 
of water that forced us toward 
the 


celling. The car seemed to turn com- 
pletely over and had filled with water 
to within about a foot of the top.
